The Abstract is objected to because "0 = X = 1" and "0 = Y = 1" should read "0 < 
X < 1" and "0 < Y < 1 ," respectively. Correction is required. 

The specification is objected to because "0 = X = 1," "0 = Y = 1" and "0 = Z = 1" 
(throughout pages 4, 5, 11, 19, 20, 23 and 24) should read "0 £ X < 1," "0 £ Y < 1" and 
"0 £ Z £ 1 ," respectively. Correction is required. 

Independent claim 1 is objected to because "0 = X = 1" and "0 = Y = 1" should 
read "0 < X £ 1" and read "0 < Y <, 1 ," respectively. 

Claims 2-10 depend on claim 1 and are thus similarly objected to. 

Independent claim 1 1 is objected to because "0 = X = 1 ," "0 = Y = 1 " and "0 = Z = 
1 " should read "0 < X < 1 ," "0 < Y < 1 " and "0 < Z < 1 ," respectively. 

Claims 12-17 depend on claim 11 and are thus similarly objected to.
